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Since neither the teachers pay 
raise bill as introduced in both the 
House and the Senate nor the re ­ 
port of the Governor's Committee 
on Puhi ic School Education has been 
assigned to com m ittees, it is still 
too early to predict the outcome. 
Hut even this early we will p re­ 
dict one thing—-some of the people 
that are fighting the Governor’s Re­ 
port are going to be in for a surprise 
before the battle is over. 
We say this because we have a 
feeling that many have an ulterior 
motive in their fight against the 
school consolidation part of the Gov­ 
e rn o r’s report. W hat they are really 
opposing is the increase in costs. 
The fight against consolidation 
is an emotional one and one that 
draws m ore public support than the 
real battle—money. 
W'here we feel the surprise will 
come is while they may win the fight 
of consolidation they may lose the 
battle as far as costs are concerned. 
With both Governor Smith and 
Lt. Governor Barnes predicting the 
defeat of the consolidation it would 
almost appear that this battle is o- 
ver this year, but which ever route 
the Legislature takes the fight over 
money will still be going on. 
While we do not necessarily fa­ 
vor the consolidation idea, we can 
see that through incentive program s 
other new program s and pay in 
creases, the bill that finally comes 
out of the Legislature could end up 
costing as much or m ore money 
than the Governor’s Report and not 
do much to improve our educational 
efforts. 
While we hesitate to accuse all 
of the groups cropping up opposing 
school consolidation as haviig ul­ 
terior motives, we do feel thai manv 
of them are using this as a front in 
their efforts to 
fight 
increased 
school taxes. And if this is the case, 
we think that their efforts would be 
more successful if they would come 
out in the open and join the fight 
where the battle is going to be rather 
than trying to come through the back 
door on this issue. 
We could support their efforts 
in behalf of holding down taxes if 
they would come out in the open and 
not 
rely on false claim s and dis­ 
torted facts. 
If 
the 
legislature 
improves 
teachers salaries and improves the 
educational opportunities for our 
young people without coning down 
on the wastes and loopho 
found in 
some districts across the state, then 
it is going to cost us m ore money 
and not less. 
If the people of Texas want bet­ 
ter education, but want to stay with 
the present system , then they can 
expect to pay m ore money. If they 
do not want to spend m ore money 
then they will have less education 
because of increased costs. 
We just hate to see the public 
get fooled in this m atter by high 
sounding groups that are appealing 
to emotions rather than to reasoning. 
It is time for interested citizens 
to get together and eliminate the 
high sounding catch phrases 
and 
study the bills that come before the 
Legislature and decide which is go­ 
ing to be the best education for our 
youth at a price that we can afford. 
If this means doing away with some 
school system s, then so be it. 


I here seem s to be a campaign 
underw ay now to change our Nation­ 
al Anthem based mostly on the fact 
that "The Star-Spangled Banner" is 
too hard to sing. Songs being sug­ 
gested to take its place are "Amer­ 
ica, " " The Battle Hymn of the Re­ 
public, 
"God 
Bless 
A m erica," 
Columbia, I he Gem of the Ocean," 
and "America, The Beautiful. " 
We were interested in the pos­ 
sibility of a change until we read 
that such people as loan Baez call 
our anthem just so much trash. May­ 
be this is not a good reason to keep 
the one we have but we are opposed 
to giving people like this the satis­ 
faction of a change.

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WASHINGTON. D. C. — 
President Nixon is seeming­ 
ly viewing the crime situation 
in W ashington as high priority 
for action. 
Tho District of Columbia 
is unique in that it is one cf 
the few places where the Fed­ 
eral Government is directly 
responsible for law enforce­ 
ment. 
The President is asking for 
an increase of Federal Judges 
and prosecutors to spi ed up 
work. A cra-h program of re­ 
cruiting more police is under­ 
way. The backlog of cases a- 
waiting trial 
continues to 
mount. It is taking from seven 
to eight months at the pre­ 
sent time to bring criminals 
to trial. Meanwhile, records 
show that a very high per­ 
centage of arrests are those 
under felony charges free on 
bail. 


The 
two most 
important 
things in law enforcem ent are 
swift apprehension 
of tho 
criminal and certain punish­ 
m ent for those who violate 
the law. But this will not get 
tho job done completely. A 
change in the attitude of the 
courts 
and 
public 
officials 
toward more respect for law 
and its penalties 
is funda- 
m ental. 
Not only in 
this country 
but all over the world, W ash ­ 
ington is becoming known as 
the 
Nation's 
crime 
capital. 
Last week a London news­ 
paper published the following 
‘‘It seems almost as if crime 
in Washington has l>ccomo a 
sport. In a curious way, many 
W ashingtonians have become 
accustomed 
to 
living 
with 
crime almost in the way Lon­ 
doners learned to live with 
the World War II blitz.” One 


M etropolitan newspaper car­ 
ries a daily 
"Crime Clock” 
listing th** arm ed robberies 
for 
the 
proceeding twenty- 
four-hour period and the time 
they oceurcd. A typical day 
listed sixteen robberies. 
For the month of December 
EHTH there was recorded 629 
holdups, more than double the 
numlior of December 1967. 
Bank robberies 
alone a- 
mount to 102 in 196X. 
This 
ave rag > out to nearly two a 
week. The opening weeks of 
January 
showed 
bank 
rob­ 
beries occuring a t the rate 
of one each banking day. This 
compares with 27 hank rob­ 
beries in all of 1967. Bank 
robberies in other parts of the 
Country have remained about 
the same for 1968 
as they 
Were in 1967 and the previous 
year, which points up that 
W ashington has become the 
h >ldup renter of the Nation.

M my business houses in the

those operated by women or a 
small work force keep their 
doors locked in broad day­ 
light and wait to identify cus­ 
tom er- before admitting them.
